PARIS, June 5.—The Germans 
continued local attacks last evening 
and during the night on the main 
battle front, the War Office an- 
nounced today.

The statement follows: 

“Local attacks continued  Iast 
evening and pirachn | the night. On 
the northern outskirts of Carlepont 
Wood two German attacks were ar- 
rested by the fire of French machine 
guns. Other efforts in the region 
of Autreches, east of Dommiers and 
near Corcy, aiso were broken up. 
North of Corey an infantry action, 
supported by tanks, enabled the 
French to rectify their line on the 
outskirts of the forest. 

“South of the Oureq the Germans 
made violent attacks against Chezy 
and southeast of this locality. 
French troops broke all their as- 
saults, inflicting serious losses on 
the adversary. 

“The artillery fighting continues 
to be very spirited north of the 
Aisne and in the region of Rheims.” 

All the efforts of the Germans to 
advance in the French sectors have 
been repelled, according to the War 
Office announcement tonight. Ground 
has been regained by the French 
and prisoners taken. 

The text of the statement reads: — 

“During the day the enemy at dif- 
ferent points renewed his efforts to 
advance, but was everywhere re- 
pulsed, with serious losses. An at- 
tempt to croas the Oise, near Montal- 
agache, failed.

The Southern California Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation is prepared to begin 
work at once upon the construction 
of one of the largest shipbuilding 
plants on the Pacific Coasf, the Har- 
bor Commission yesterday having 


approved the lease of sixty-one 
ecres at the north end of the Wesy 
Basin, Wilmington. The lease will 
be presented to the Council this 
morning and it is expected also to 
approve it. 

The corporation originally applied 
for seventy acres, but the commis- 
sion did not have that much avall- 
able space. The lease will cover @ 
period of thirty years. It provides 
that the corporation must reclaim 
about $400,000 worth of tide lands. 

It is reported that this corporation 
will build a large number of ships 
for the United States Shipping 
Board. The corporation is said to 
be subsidiary to a concern in San 
Francisco, which has a contract for 
twenty-five ships. 

A revocable permit for the hous- 
ing project of Dr. H. H. Stone, who 
is prepared to erect 1000 homes at 
the harbor, was approved by the 
Harbor Commission and it is ex- 
pected that approval will seon be 
given the application of M. F. Terry 
for a revocable permit. Dr. Stone 
will occupy twelve acres with 
building project. 

Mareo Hellman, head of the 
Southwestern Shipbuilding Company, 
yesterday informed Mayor Woodman 
that his plant soon will be using 
$3000 worth of city pewer per day 
and that within sixty days there will 
be employed no fewer than 5000 men 
at the plant. 

This company has a contract for 
building eighteen steel freighters for 
the government and is preparing to 
prosecute the work with rapidity.
